In making this my fifth Annual Report as Inspector of your 
House of Refuge, I have tollowed largely the form of the previous 
year. The past year has been on the whole uneventful, the institu7 
tion seeming to have settled down to running very much in the 
same groove as similar institutions established years before. Forty 
of the inmates remained practically the whole of the year, being ab- 
sent only for short visits totheir former homes. A few still spend 
the winter in the house and roam around during the summer. Others 
only seek temporary relief, while another class seem to be sent in to 
find a quiet place to die. The order now maintained is good, cases — 
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of insubordination bein grare. I have had very few complaints 
ruade and these were about very trivial matters, calling for little or 
no interference on my part.

Whereas by the *‘High Schools Act”? 1896,” it is provided 
that in the case of High Schools situated ina town separated from 
the County, the County shall pay the cost of maintenance of county 
pupils at such High School, provided the Trustees thereof notify the 
County Clerk that they will accept county pupils on the same terms 
as other High Schools'in the County. 


AND WHEREAS the County Council must levy on the whole 
county, except the separate town, such sums as will pay the cost of 
maintenance aforesaid, but no provision is made whereby the said 
town shall pay to the county a proportionate share of such 
maintenance. 


AND WHEREAS in the opinion of your petitioners the law 
as it is at present bears unjustly on the county in favor of such sep- 
arated town as aforesaid, therefore your petitioners pray that either 
the Municipal Act, or the high Schools Act, or both, be so amend- 
ed at your next session as to give effect to. the opinions herein ex- 
pressed. . 


And your petitioners, as in duty bound, will every pray.
